“Oniy the Willite people insist 
that asphalt can be successfuliy 
laid without a binder Engineers 
and transportation experts. are 
agreed that the practice of laying 
asphalt without a binder fs ex- 
tremely ha®ardous Under the. 
pound of heavy city traffic. without 
the binder or anchor to hold it in
